A NEW SPIRIT 


Satisfaction is widespread 
that all the foreign passengers 
taken as hostages in the Shun- 
tien piracy have -been. freed, 
Hopes now centre on the releas- 
ing of the other victims and the 
eventual ‘rounding up and pun- 
ishment of the pirates them- 
selves. In characteristic’ man- 
net, the Daily Mail has been 
adumbrating on this piracy gues- 
tion, of the difficulties of dealing 
with which . it can have little 
comprehension, and cone 
veys’ to the uninformed the 
impression that the — evil 
is as pronounced ‘to-day as 
ever it was. Actually; although 
it is far from suppressed, there 
has in recent years, been a dis- 
tinct decline, in the number of 
outrayes,-t-cireumstunce largely” 
due, it must be admitted, to the 
Special precautions taken,  It.is 
only fair to add, however, that 
the Chinese authorities have 
evinced an-inereasing desire to 
co-operate, in measures -both of 
a preventive and punitive 
character, This brings us to a 
point which ig apt to be over- 
looked, but which has been 
brought into emphasis by three 
recent occurrences—the Kura- 
moto affair, the Ingrum murder; 
and the Shuntien piracy—name- 
ly, the promptitude with which 
the Chinese authorities now 
act in-such occurrences. In the 
Kuramoto incident, the mystery 
Wus solved as the direct result 
of requests broadcast by the 
‘Chinese police for information 
regarding the ‘missing man’s 
movements, while in regard‘ to 
the Ingram murder, despite the 
dilicultics of tracking down the 
murderers, an intensive search 
Was immediately carried ‘out 
and four arrests. made, So far 
as the Shuntien piracy is con-
